DETAILED ACTION 



1 . In response to the communications dated April 25, 2003, claims 57-64 are active in this 
application. 

2. Applicant's election of Species II (claims 60-64) in Paper No. 7 is acknowledged. 
Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors in the 
restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse (MPEP § 
818.03(a)). Accordingly, claims 57-59 are withdrawn from further consideration. 



3. The information disclosure statement filed May 7, 2002 and April 25, 2003 have been 
considered and the IDS filed on Jan. 15, 2002 has NOT been considered (the references can not. 
be located in the parent case, 09/843,1 16).

4. Oath/Declaration filed on Jan. 15, 2002 has been considered.

Drawings 

5. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the polysilicon which was selectively 
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deposited on the crystalline region must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). 
No new matter should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held 
in abeyance. 

Specification 

6. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

7. The specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the presence 
of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting any errors of 
which applicant may become aware in the specification. 

8. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the disclosure. 
The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a 

separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that the abstract not exceed 
150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on the computer tape used by the 
printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such as "means" 
and "said," should be avoided. The abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist 
readers in deciding whether there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 
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The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information given in the 
title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The disclosure concerns,' 1 
"The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure describes," etc. 

9. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because the abstract does not positively recite 
the claimed process. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

10. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming 
the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

1 1 . Claims 60-64 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Re claim 60, line 9, the phrase "the crystalline region" lacks antecedent basis. 
Re claim 62, line 2, the phrase "the reactor" should change to -the chemical vapor 
deposition reactor-.
